Since the great influenza epidemic of 
1818.19 w liich swept the world, killing, it 
is said, more persons than died in the 
great w ar, there have been pei'sistent re­ 
currences of the disease. 
It ahvays has 
been in m ilder form, but that does not 
necessarily mean it was not fatal in m any 
thousands of cases. 
In the orient w'hen 
the fii’st e])idemic wuis suffered many m il­ 
lions died. 
In the United States there 
were scores of tlonisands of deaths as 
there were in Europe and even in unciv­ 
ilized regions.
